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WAR NOTICE 
Civilian Medical Practitioners at Royal Air Force Stations 


The British Medical Association has had correspondence 
with the Air Ministry regarding the terms and conditicns of 
service of civilian medical practitioners who are called upon 
to attend at Royal Air Force Stations to assist in dealing 
with casualties among R.A.F. personnel during or afier 
air raids. The Air Ministry was asked to state (1) the 
remuneration offered for this work; (2) the proposed 
method of estimating the time occupied by the work in 
the event of payment being arranged on a sessional basis ; 
and (3) the rate of compensation payable in the event of 
the practitioner being killed or injured by enemy action 
while employed at the Royal Air Force Station or while 
travelling to the station during the course of a raid. 
The question of compensation is still under considera- 
tion, but the Air Ministry has now decided that the 
remuneration will be the same as that payable to medical 
practitioners for attendance at civilian first-aid posts— 
that is, £1 Ils. 6d. per session of two hours, the amount 
to be paid in any one day not to exceed £3 3s. It 
has been agreed that the session will start at the time 
when the practitioner leaves his ordinary work on receiv- 
ing a summons to the station, and will end at the time 
of his return to his house. In addition, mileage wili be 
provided when the practitioner’s house or consulting-room 
is situated at a distance of more than two miles from 
the station. The sessional payments, inclusive of mile- 
age, are shown in the following table:

HOSPITALITY FOR BRITISH DOCTORS’ 
CHILDREN OVER-SEAS 


Although the Children’s Overseas Reception Board has sus- 
pended its work for the winter, it is still possible for children 
to be evacuated privately to the Dominions and the United 
States. Medical practitioners are reminded that members of 
the British Medical Association ir Australia have offered to 
receive a large number of unaccompanied doctors’ children 
between the ages of 5 and 16, and a smaller number of 
children (below the age of 16) accompanied by mothers. 
A similar invitation has now been received from the New 
Zealand Branch of the Association, the members of which 
have offered to care for sixty-eight children of Protestant 
religion—thirty-four boys and thirty-four girls—-and three 
Roman Catholics—two boys and one girl. Motheis are 
not included in this invitation. 

It was previously announced that doctors in Canada had 
offered to take into their homes some 1,100 unaccompanied 
children officially evacuated under the Government scheme. 
A more recent letter from the Canadian Medical Association 
states that unaccompanied children who are evacuated 
privately will now be received in medical homes in Canada, 
and that the Canadian Government authorities will make 
themselves responsible for the welfare of such children. 
Finally, the American Committee for the Evacuation of 
Children is prepared to receive applications from doctors 
wishing to send unaccompanied children between the ages of 
5 and 16 to the United States. 

In all cases inquiries should be addressed to the Secretary 
of the British Medical Association, who will issue the neces- 
sary forms of application. 


STEEL FILES FOR AMPOULES 


The Import Licensing Department of the Board of Trade 
informs us that it dees not propose to allow the importation 
of steel files for opening ampoules, nor to assist manufacturers 
of these files in the supply of steel. Doctors are therefore 
advised to preserve any files they have and to use each one 
for as many ampoules as possible. Alternatively the cardboard 
file with a cutting edge, which is manufactured in the United 
Kingdom, is regarded as an adequate substitute for the steel 
file. 
The post of medical officer of health for the Metropolitan

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E.M.S. Revised Terms 


Six,——-I note that according to the Supplement of September 
28 (p. 27) consultants are to be promoted from. being ~ six- 
penny doctors” as regards a second opinion for Service cases, 
and though the proposed rate of one guinea is still a very cut 
price as compared with the usual fee for a consultant's 
Opinion, it is, at any rate, an improvement. I would like to 
know if engineers and others engaged in Government work 
are usually paid one-third of their usual fees? 

There is one serious anomaly in the payment of this guinea. 
The paragraph states that it will be paid to the practitioner 
or practitioners through the hospital. Does this mean that if 
I give an opinion unaided by any colleagues I get one guinea, 
but if I am foolish enough to get a radiologist’s opinion my 
remuneration drops to 10s. 6d., and if my crazy altruism leads 
me to obtain a physician’s opinion | drop my own fee and the 
radiologist’s to 7s.? The obvious method will be to give an 
opinion entirely unaided. If an x-ray examination is essential 
to enable an opinion of any value to be given, one must, I 
presume, refer the case back to the military medical officer 
who sent it up for it to be sent up on another occasion for 
the x-ray examination. In this way no consultation between 
consultants will be possible. It would appear that while the 
authorities limit their liability to a guinea, the consultants, if 
zealous, will be expected to undertake unlimited depreciation 
of their fees as the result. 

So far all the real doctoring of the Services has been 
done on the cheap by the E.M.S. The whole basis of the 
E.M.S. depended on employing consultants engaged in private 
practice. This basis, as | have pointed out in a previous 
letter, has entirely altered in many places where private 
practice has practically disappeared, and where the authorities 
have us completely at their mercy financially except for such 
protection as the B.M.A. can give us.—l am, etc.,

Families in Ireland: Visiting Difficulties 


Sir,—lI trust you may be able to find space for this letter. 
Since the beginning of the war Irishmen have found it im- 
possible to visit their families in Ireland, and consequently this 
must affect quite a number of doctors who have their families 
residing in Ireland as evacuees. No doubt quite a large 
number of these men are engaged in work of national impor- 
tance in a civil capacity, either in the E.M. or A.R.P. 
Services, and many at the present time are having a 
strenuous experience, and indeed quite a number must be 
overworked and in much need of at least a short rest and 
change. This they find difficult to get in England, because 
in the quieter areas hotels and other places of accom- 
modation are uncomfortably filled already with evacuees ; 
whereas if they could get to Ireland they would have a com- 
plete rest and change, apart altogether from the fact that they 
would have the pleasure of enjoying reunion with their 
families. If, as now seems likely, this war may last for years, 
are these men to be deprived of the joy of seeing their 
families, even only for a short time? It is time something 
were done now in the matter. 

I write as one who has not seen some of my children for 
fourteen months, as they are evacuees in Ireland. I know that 
men in the Services are allowed to visit Ireland without any 
formalities with regard to permits. Could not these same 
facilities be granted to men who are undertaking arduous 
work in the E.M. and A.R.P. Services?—I am, etc.,
